The car was running at a 
rapid rate of speed, and the woman's fail- 
ure to hear it was caused, it is supposed, 
by her deafness and the large sunbonnet 
with which her head was covered. 

After he had seen the old woman, the 
motorman applied all his strength in the 
endeavor to stop his car, but succeeded 
only in checking its speed. The fender 
did not keep the woman's body from being 
thrust under the wheels. ;

FEAR TO ATTACK CORRUPTION 


PREFER TO SAY NICE THINGS 
FROM THEIR PULPITS. 


In a Strong Address Before the Chris- 
tian Ministers’ Alliance He Points 
Out the Only Way to Bring 
About True Municipal 
Reform. 


Rev. Father James Thomas Coffey, rec- 
tor of St. John’s Catholic Church, ad- 


dressed the members of the Christian 
| Ministers’ Alliance Monday morning on 

“Municipal Reform.’ Father Coffey laid 
down some general principles of political 
betterment and fo™wed these statements 
_by condemning or commending by name 
| Various persons and influences in St. Louis 
|affairs. He said: 

“To reform the individual physically or 
| morally, certain common sense processes 
|@re as necessary as the application of 
‘scientific methods. Medical doctors may 
theorize on the rehabilitation of the dis- 
eased human body and often fail in mak- 
ing a proper diagnosis and in the ultimate 
restoration of health. On the other hand 
the patient may wisely take it upon him- 
self to look into his physical condition 
and by proper exercise and dieting recover 
robust health and great quiet of mind. 
We have a formidable array of facts in 
every-day life to prove this. 

“Doctors of divinity may likewise specu- 
late on the moral regeneration of the hu- 
mankind, and setting aside practical com- 
mon sense investigation, never arrive at 
any conclusions that will bear fruit in 
counteracting the evils they aim to sup- 
press. Whereas the plain, simple, God- 
fearing and prayerful man may enter the 
same field and work wonders in the recla- 
mation of sinners. 


Too Many Men 

With Titles. 

“As with the individual body and soul of 
man, so with the body politic and the ills 
that threaten its very existence. We have 
too many professors with high-sounding 
titles occupying the front ranks of the re- 
form element and pushing the common- 
sense, matter-of-fact people into the back- 
ground. The market as been overstocked 
with so-called learned scientists, who deal 
absolutely in theory and never have time 
io come down from the mountain tops of 
serene speculation to study conditions in 
the highways and byways of modern social 
and political life. As long as these leaders 
dream Uutopian scientific dreams, so long 
will we continue to deteriorate in our 60- 
cial and political surroundings. 

“We need municipal reform badly in Bt. 
Louls, as they need it in other large cen- 
ters of population all over this country. 
But, if we aro going to bring it about, we 
must get down to bedrock and cease spend- 
ing our energies in bringing orth theortes 
that will never reach the core of corrup- 
tion. We must know what corrupt causes 
have been working these many years to 
produce our political cess-pools, then abol- 
ish the fountain springs before starting to 
apply disinfectants to prevent the noxious 
fumes from polsoning the atmosphere 
around us. 

“We aro only beating the air as long as 
we array ourselves against the effects of 

olitical rottenness and fail to get at the 
ruitful sources of all our municipal trou- 
bles. Ve hear much today in our deep 
shame and almost uncontrollable indigna- 
tion about the punishment that should be 
meted out to the notcrious debauchers of 
our free ballot; while precious little is 
said about the many influences that have 
been active in the past and are just as act- 
ive now in forming the criminals who dare 
to perpetrate these awful

e public conscience has long been 
dormant—it must be quickened again into 
new life and energy. A full and fearless 
enforcement of the existing laws regulat- 
+f vicé and crime is necessary to bring 
this about. I fear we will lonk in vain 
for this much-desired change while our 
courts are sought after by men whose 
worst qualification is, not that they are 
inferior lawyers, but that they are dyed- 
in-the-wool politicians‘ who carry about 
with them a strong odor of the rumshop. 
As long as we shall have judges on the 
bench who trifle with the sanctity of the 
law, who openly protect the fixing of juries 
by political bosses, who associate with 
drunkards, gamblers and thieves, the very 
foundations of public order and morality 
are jeopardized. Publit conscience is pol- 
luted and demoralized, and the people are 
driven to lynch law and anarchy to pro- 
tect themselves and their homes. We have 
plenty of law for the suppression of vice 
and the punishment of crime; but incom- 
petent and bad judges have dared to clog 
the wheels of justice and to make our crim- 
Jual courts the jest of the lawless element 
of this city. 

“Look at the conduct of the Central po- 
lice court and the Three C's court since 
the coming into power of the Ziegefhe:n 
gang! Men have been seated there who 
openly boast of their affiliations with the 
Slum and the half-world. The rising gen- 
erations of voters among our young men 
see and know all this; they see the laws 
dragged into the mire of ring politics and 
trampled upon by those whose sworn duty 
it is to uphold and enforce them; théy 
even see, on the eve of this momentous 
election so filled with fate for the up- 
building of a New St. Louis. they see our 
Supreme Court made the puppet of a no- 
torious political ring hat has decreed 
the deliverance of all ostitutors of the 
ballot.

Attorney Ryan Finally States to Judge 
Sidener That the Building Belonged 
to The Heirs of Joseph H.

Who owns the three-story brick building 
at 719 Gratiot street and the ground upon 


which it stands? 

This is a question which Judge Sidener 
of the City Hall police court. was unable 
to answer defimitely, and which has puz- 
zied the department of buildings for years. 

Deputy Inspector of Buildings O. G. 
Dietz racently inspected the building and 
pronounced it in a dangerous condition. In 
his search to find the owner he discovered 
Jerome §S. Collins, in whose name the prop- 
erty stood. 

Collins was cited into court, where he de- 
clared that he did not own the property. 
He admitted that for years it stood in his 
name, but some years ago he gave a quit- 
claim deed. The deed, it appears, was not 
filed until three weeks ago. 

John H. Tracy, who was executor of the 
estate of the late real estate dealer, Joseph 
F. Tiernan, was called as a witness. He 
said that he had made final settlement of 
the estate and had been discharged as ex- 
ecutor Oct. 21. He found the quitclaim 
deed to the property at 710 Gratiot street 
among the effects of the estate and filed 
it with his inventory. 

Frank A. Ryan, attorney for Tracy, said 
that ‘‘for purposes of his own,’’ Mr. ernan 
held property in the names of other per- 
sons. The building in question, he says, 
belongs to the heirs. 

Judge Sidener continued the case until 
Nov. 15, so that the real owners of the 
building might be called into court and 
show cause why the structure is not put 
into better condition.

Zola’s gratification, for he had never been 
treated well by American publishers except 
in this and one other authorized case. 
Otherwise, the Americans had pirated his 
books and pald him nothing. The third of 
his series, “‘Truth,”’ is now being issued 
serially in England and France, and *Jus- 
tice,’ the final volume, was in process of 
completion when the author's tragic death 
occurred.

Du Chaillu de- 
scribes his trip across fhe ocean, his meet- 
ing with Mombo, king of a powerful Af- 
rican tribe, his relations with Mombo’s 
people and slaves, and his’ hunting ad- 
ventures in the great forest. The book is 
well illustrated, showing African scenes. 
people and animals. (Charles Scribner's 
Sons, New York. Price $1.50.) 


Poem That C. P. Huntington Inspired. 

In E. 8. Martin's new volume of ‘‘Poems 
and Verses’’ (Harpers), the poem entitled 
“Work"’ has pecultar Wyeereata It is known 
to have been inspired by the call issued 
through the New York Sun by the late 
Collis P. Huntington for a poetical antidote 
for Edwin Markham’s “The Man With a 
Hoe.” The poem appeared subsequently 
in a prominent magazine and has been re- 
peatedly republished by request.

Gorkey’s Latest Novel. 

Maxim Gorky’'s latest novel, ‘“‘Three of 
Them,” gives a picture of the difficulties 
in the ‘lives of young Russians belonging 
to the small shopkeeping class. The 
“three’’ begin their friendship in childhood 
among the rubbish heaps of an eating- 
house yard, and together they pore over 
any books they can find. Illa, the chief 
and strongest of the three, later becomes 
a hawker with the ideal before him of a 
peaceful, honest life spent tn a clean, tidy 
shop of his own. Jacob, the son of the 
coarse eating-house keeper, is a weak vis- 
fonary, unable to hold his own against 
the world. Paul, the third, is a restless 
vagrant, a poet of the people, They are 
all very poor, too poor to marry the wamen 
they love, and thé story of their lives here 
told is a continual struggle with an over- 
mastering fate. 


A Capital Story for Boys. 

“The Boys of Waveney," by Robert 
‘Leightan (New York: G. P. Putnam's Sons), 
will be read with great interest for its 
splendid picture of English schoolboy life 
appear early in the story and make life 
in an old and well-governed college, of the 
class known as preparatory schools.

Todd states that 
from the 4-yard line, Riordan in scrub 
work, has put the ball over the bar an 
average of two in every three tries— 
rather a remarkable performance. 


THE MICHIGAN GAME. 

The greatest game in the history of 
western football was played at Chicago 
Saturday when Michigan defeated Wiscon- 
sin. The Wolverines were manifestly su- 
perior to the Badgers and played in the 
territory of the enemy almost the entire 
game. Notwithstanding the desperate de- 


fense the Wisconsin men held Michi- 
gan's scoring to one touchdown, made 
near the start of the battle. 


Then the fierce onslaught of the Wolver- 
ines‘caught the Badgers before they could 
resist successfully. The story of the game 
is one of a wonderfully developed attack, 
on the part of Michigan, and of a gros 
defense and much luck on the part of Wis- 
consin, 

Yost and Michigan won what was un- 
doubtedly the greatest exhibition of foot- 
ball ever seen in Chicago, and perhaps the 
greatest ever played in the West. 

Unlimited speed, applied to wonderfully 
executed team work, won for Michigan, and 
nothing but extraordinary gameness on the 
part of Wisconsin kept the score down. 
The final count stood: Michigan 6, Wiscqn- 
sin 0. On the comparative strength of thé 
two teams yesterday, however, the maize 
and biue should have won 12 to 0 or more. 
Wisconsin's ends showed up Michigan in 
gotting down on punts, but in every other 
department of the game the Wolverines 
proved that they were the better. 
Yost’s team presented an offense which 
warranted the great reputation which had 
preceded it. ‘“Tackle back.”’ ‘‘tackle over,” 
regulation end runs, hurdles, line plunges, 
straight bucks, ‘“‘fake’’ interference plays, 
in fact almost every style of attack known 
to football was used successfully by the 
Michigan team. 


YOST’S DEFENSE A SURPRISE. 


However, with all its offense, the wonder- 


ful defense of the Michigan team was the 
big surprise of the day. Aside from the 
long runs by Juneau Wisconsin was able 


to make firet down but once in the first half 


and never throughout the game did Wis- 
consin get near enough to the Mich'gan 
goal to seriously threaten a score. 

On the other hand, after the one touch-

Both teams lived up to their reputat‘on 
for “eameness.”’ Wisconsin, after holding 


the Wolverines for downs on its one-yard 
line, took new courage and during the lat- 
ter part of the first half showed great im- 
provement. 

BADGERS SHOW NERVE. 
They came back strong at the opening of 
the second period, too, and kept the Mich- 


men from add&ne to their’ score. 
Michigan, however, demonstrated that it 
had a “‘brace’’ of its own, mé¢t the de- 
termined resistance of the Bardgerfs with 
great courage, and all during the latter 
part of. the second half the Yost machine 
was grinding away dangerously near the 
Cardinal line. 

During the final 20 minutes of play the 
ball was always in Wisconsin territory.

CHICAGO S CHEW 
WINS WAVY RACE 


It Was Rowed Off the Riviera 
Before an Immense Crowd 
of Spectators.

NICE, Nov. 3.—All that part of the Riv- 

iera which Hes between Nice and Monte 
Carlo was gay this afternoon when the 
barge race between crews from the Amer- 
‘ican ships, Illinois and Chicago, which has 


been the talk of South France for weeks, 
was rowed. 

Both barges were designed by the same 
man and made by the same shipbuilder. 
Both crews had been training hard for a 
long time. Betting on the result was lively 
among the American visitors on the Rivie- 
ra. Oe more than $6000 was raised for a 
stake. 

The weather was glorious. Ville France 
harbor was as calm as a lake, though out- 
zide, beyond the roadstead, the sea was 
choppy. At 2:30 p. m. the picked crew from 
the {llinois pushed off from the battleship 
with a hearty cheer of encouragement from 
their shipmates. 

The scene on the sea and the shore at 
that time was extremely animated. Bunt- 
ing fluttered everywhere, the stars and 
Stripes dominating the course and its vi- 
cinity. Yachting parties were numerous, 
while United States Consul Van Buren and 
a select party cruised about in a steam 
launch. 

After some delay the Chicago's boat got 
away and was towed to the starting point, 
about 3 miles out to sea. When everything 
was ready the starter sent both crews off 
and a great shout went up from thousands 
of spectators. 

Both poats were magnificently steered, 
and the rowing elicited universal admira- 
tion. The crews were so evenly matched 
that for the first two miles it was impossi- 
bie to predict which would win. At tne 
calmer water was reached the Chicago's 
men gradually ‘forged ahead, and, although 


the illinois crew kept gamely on to the 
end the Chicago boat assed the winning 
flag 16 seconds ahead of its rival. The vic- 


tory was signalized by frantic cheering on 
ull the ships of the American squadron.
